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THE  STORY  OF  THE  BOWL 

By  MARION  BOWEN 


TWO  hundred  years  ago  padres,  way¬ 
farers  along  El  Camino  Real,  rested 
in  this  Bowl.  Here  outlaws  hid, 
thieves  were  hung,  Indians  crept.  Here, 
ror  centuries,  silence  brooded:  solitude 
waited,  for  a  “symphony  under  the 
stars !” 

Community  property  through  the 
generosity  of  two  women,  Mrs.  Chaun- 
cey  Clark  and  Mrs.  Christine  Wetherill 
Stevenson,  who  sold  their  acreage  at  a 
sacrifice  to  fur¬ 
ther  art,  the 
Bowl  rang  with 
its  first  commu¬ 
nity  music  on 
July  4,  1919.  Ar¬ 
thur  F  a  r  w  e  1  1,, 
father  of  com¬ 
munity  singing, 
spoke  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  this  ex¬ 
quisite  hollow, 
wnile  hundreds 
sitting  on  t  h  e 
sylvan  hillsides 
listened  to  the 
voice  of  one  who 
read  “I  Will  Lift 
Up  Mine  Eyes 
Unto  .  the  Hills.” 

When  the  East¬ 
er  sun  rose  and 
faintly  flus  h  e  d 
the  Cross  far  up 
on  the  Bowl’s 
slope  in  1921, 
thousands  of  men,  women  and  children, 
Easter  sunrise  pilgrims  from  all  South¬ 
ern  California,  lifted  their  voices  joy¬ 
ously  in  praise  of  Him  who  made  the 
■Bowl,  and  thus  established  a  tradition 
now  dear  to  Hollywood.  The  Cross  has 
shed  its  pale  glory  for  four  Easter 
morns  upon  the  multitude*,  who  gather 
reverently  in  this  green  “palm  of  love.” 
Easter,  1921,  was  the  rirst  time  the 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  Walter  Henry 
Rothwell  conducting,  played  in  the 
Bowl,  and  was  the  gift  of  W.  A. 
Clark,  Jr. 

Twilight,  ushering  in  Christmas, 
1921,  fell  on  a  vast  concourse  who  came 
to  bow  before  the  lighted  Tree,  and  to 
plant  on  “Christmas  Hill”  two  smaller 
Trees  which  will  grow  and  will,  in 
time,  bear  lighted  candles  at  some  fu¬ 
ture  celebration  of  the  Birthday  of  a 
King.  Twice  have  the  people  caroled 
beneath  a  lighted  Tree  here  and  bowed 
while  Men  of  the  Gospel  told  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  Day. 

Grand  opera,  oratorio,  pageantry  and 
works  of  the  great  Bard  all  find  added 
beauty  and  mysticism  in  this  theater, 
their  scenes  and  melodies  mingling 
sublimely  with  the  music  of  the 
spheres.  Sehuman-Heink  was  the 
first  great  artist  to  fill  these  canyons 


with  her  full-throated  notes,  on  Armis¬ 
tice  Day,  1921. 

Then,  to  the  eternal  glory  of  the 
Bowl,  came  “the  greatest  movement 
for  democracy  in  art  ever  launched  in 
the  world.” 

Conceived  by  the  beloved  “woman 
with  a  vision,”  Mrs.  Joseph  J.  Carter, 
backed  by  Fred  W.  Blanchard,  and 
supported  solely  by  the  coins  of  the 
people,  40  symphony  concerts  were 

played  here,  di¬ 
rected  by  Alfred 
Hertz.  Shatter¬ 
ing  all  prece¬ 
dent,  the  season 
finished  with  a 
balance  instead 
of  a  deficit.  The 
second  season, 
under  Emil  Ob- 
erhoffer,  made 
quite  as  great  a 
record,  and  the 
Bowl  was  freed 
from  a  heavy 
debt. 

The  Spirit  of 
the  Bowl  touch¬ 
ed  all.  They 

came  as  to  some 
vast  cathedral. 
They  sat  on  rude 
wooden  benches, 
a  half  of  a 

million  of  them, 
night  after  night 
and  were  melted  and  uplifted  by  the 
beauty  of  the  place  and  its  divine 

music. 

Three  symbols  live  nere.  The  Easter 
“living  cross”  of  chanting  children; — 
redemption:  the  young  trees  on  Christ¬ 
mas  Hill  and  Memorial  Trail,  rim¬ 
ming  the  Bowl; — rebirth;  and  now 

the  Flag  of  Freedom,  waving  glorious¬ 
ly  above  while  Indians,  the  first  Ameri¬ 
cans,  and  children,  the  future  citizens, 
and  the  populace,  in  which  40  nationali¬ 
ties  mingle,  sing  folk-songs  together! 
Truly,  this,  our  Bowl,  is  dedicated  to 
the  very  ideals  which  mould  our  lives! 

Those  who  Dream  see  here  a  simple, 
permanent  theatre  in  an  exquistely 
gardened  Bowl  —  sylvan,  always  —  a 
Community  House  which  shall  be  a  true 
Workshop  for  fashioning  a  better 
community  life,  and  a  Pipe  Organ, 
whose  glorious  tones  shall  wake  new 
realms  of  beauty; — and  at  the  entrance, 
Old  World  Chimes  ringing  a  New 
World  message  to  every  passerby! 

These  dreams  seem  nearer  to  mate¬ 
rialization  since  Miss  Arline  Barnsdall 
has  urged  architects  and  artists  to  sub¬ 
mit  plans  for  a  Bowl  development. 
They  can  come  to  pass  only  by  the 
love  and  devotion  and  generosity  of 
each  one  of  you. 

In  the  meanwhile,  we  meet  again  to 
thrill  with  symphonies  made  poignant 
by  the  nearness  of  these  ancient  hill¬ 
sides,  in  a  Bowl  freed  from  debt — one 
vast.  potential  “BOWL  BROTHER¬ 
HOOD!”

Hungarian  Fantasie — Liszt 

In  its  original  form,  as  a  composition  for  piano  alone,  this  sparkling, 
dashing,  imposing  work  is  known  as  the  Fourteenth  Hungarian  Rhapsody. 
There  is  another  version,  arranged  for  orchestra  alone. 

Like  all  of  the  Rhapsodies,  the  composition  is  characteristic  of  the 
Hungarian  Czardas,  or  national  dance,  which  consists  of  a  slow  movement 
(Lassan)  and  a  fast  movement  of  wild  impetuosity  (Friska). 


Fifth  Symphony — Tschaikowsky 

What  is  the  innermost  significance  of  the  fifth  symphony?  That  Tschai¬ 
kowsky  had  a  program  in  his  mind  when  he  composed  his  later  symphonies 
is  reasonably  certain.  In  the  case  of  the  fourth  we  have  his  own  testimony 
that  he  endeavored  to  represent  in  tones  “the  inxorablenees  of  Fate.”  We 
know  also  that  the  sixth  symphony  (Pathetique)  was  originally  to  have  been 
entitled  “Program  Symphony.”  But  Tschaikowsky  never  even  suggested  that 
the  fifth  symphony  bore  a  program.  And  yet  it  is  so  full  of  an  underlying- 
drama  of  tragedy  and  hopeless  fate  that  it  is  apparent  there  is  something  more 
than  music  in  the  abstract  there.
